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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

2. Claims 30-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent No. 
5,784,930 to Ueda (Ueda '930). 

Ueda '930 discloses in figures 2-5B, 9, and in lines 3-24 of column 3 a pedal comprising a 
pedal spindle 3; cleat engagement mechanisms 17; a tread cage 5 having shoe supporting surfaces 
thereon; and a height variability linking (not numbered) varying the relative height between said cleat 
engagement mechanisms to be sufficiently level with said shoe supporting surfaces so as to support a 
sole of a shoe without attachment of a cleat thereon to said cleat engagement mechanisms or to hold 
said cleat engagement mechanisms higher than said shoe supporting surfaces to attach said cleat to 
said cleat engagement mechanisms. See also lines 35-50 of column 4. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 38-42 are allowed. The prior art discloses or teaches the basic apparatus as 
previously cited but does not disclose or teach the specific structure of elements as presently claimed 
in claims 38-42. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 June 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As presently claimed, claim 30 merely limits the relative height variability means to vary 
the relative height between the clipless binding to either be (1) level or lower that the shoe supporting 
surface to support a shoe without attachment of a cleat to said clipless binding or to be (2) higher 
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than said shoe supporting surface allowing said cleat to be attached to said clipless binding but not 
necessarily both.
